The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: claims 1-38 
are free from prior art. The closest prior art is Santilli et al. Journal of Heterocyclic 
Chemistry (1979), 16(2), 213-216. Santilli et al. discloses 1 ,2,4-oxadiazine compounds 
with R2 and R2' = oxo that is different from the instant claims. R2 and R2' together 
forming an oxo group is not taught or suggested in the instant claims.
